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Mayor in the hot seat El Teatro Campesino

Fed up with foreclosures, the 
lack of quality schools and poor 
community-police relations mem- 
bers of the East Side San Jose 
community behind Overfelt High 
School led a progressive meeting 
on Thursday May 21 at the Most 
Holy Trinity Church. There they 
presented Mayor Chuck Reed with 
testimonials followed by questions 
putting him on the spot about how 
he was going to support change in 
their neighborhoods. Between 60 
and 100 people showed up to the 
meeting entitled How the Economic 
Crisis is Affecting Our Neighbor- 
hoods, which was facilitated by 
P.A.C.T. (People Acting In Com- 
munity Together). 

Also in attendance was Chief 
of Police, Rob Davis, resurfacing 
amidst a whirlwind of allegations 
that the SJPD engages in racial 
profiling. Reed agreed to lead an 
effort to develop a plan that will deal 
with the problem of community- 
police relations by looking across to 
Davis, sitting in the front row, and 
saying, “Chief Davis has already 
implemented some changes.” Af- 
ter hearing testimonials about the 
impact of the virtually non-existent 
relationship between police officers 
and the people who live in the neigh-

borhoods they patrol P.A.C.T. leader 
Lilia Garrido asked Reed, “Will you 
accept a new police contract that 
calls for a minimum 2-year assign- 
ment in a particular community?” 
The mayor responded with a 
firm, “No” citing union negotiations 
and contractual obligations. Still 
Garrido did not back down and 
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suggested that the Mayor be more 
aggressive in pushing this agenda 
when Union negotiations came 
around. 

P.A.C.T. members also asked 
the Mayor to come down hard on 
banks that do not maintain fore- 
closed properties in their neighbor- 
hoods with tougher fines. Reed said, 
“No” again, drawing gasps from the 
audience he said, “We already issue 
a lot of citations and compliance is 
the objective. We have a program in 
place, if it is not working my office 
needs to hear about it.” 

Organizing an awakening of 
consciousness combined with action 
P.A.C.T members including youth 
leaders, used this forum to not only 
focus on federal stimulus funds, 
green jobs, education and the police 
they were also able to describe how 
the sudden downturn in the eco- 
nomy has adversely affected them. 
While the action temporarily put the 
Mayor in the hot seat it empowered 
a community of members from ev- 
ery background, race and religion to 
be agents for change.<>

La Corte Suprema de Califor- 
nia confirmó la prohibición de las 
bodas entre personas del mismo 
sexo, aunque las uniones que se for- 
malizaron durante los meses en que 
fueron legales podrán mantener su 
estatus. Los magistrados del tribunal 
dieron el visto bueno a la polémica 
Proposición 8, una iniciativa popu- 
lar aprobada en referendo que define 
el matrimonio como un enlace solo 
posible entre un hombre y una mu- 
jer. Esa propuesta, que salió adelante 
en los comicios de noviembre con 
el voto del 52% de los electores y 
entró en vigor de forma inmediata, 
contravino la decisión previa de la 
misma Corte Suprema que autorizó 
las bodas gais en California en mayo 
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de 2008. 

El máximo tribunal del estado 
consideró entonces discriminatorio 
de acuerdo a la ley, la negación del 
derecho al matrimonio de las perso- 
nas del mismo sexo.Un mes después 
de aquella histórica sentencia se em- 
pezaron a tramitar licencias de boda 
para homosexuales. Entre junio y 
noviembre se casaron en California 
18,000 parejas homosexuales, cuya 
situación legal quedó en entre dicho

8. La Corte reafirmó la legalidad de

Fracasa el DREAM Act 


La propuesta de ley estatal que hubiera permitido a alumnos 
indocumentados de educación superior solicitar ayuda financiera fue 
derrotada en el Comité de Asignaciones del Senado de California. La 
SB 160, mejor conocida como DREAM Act o Acta de los Sueños, fue 
rechazada por su costo de implementación, ya que California pasa una 
de las peores crisis económicas en su historia. De hecho, la mayoría de 
las medidas que implican un gasto adicional para el Fondo General, 
están corriendo la misma suerte. 

La propuesta permitía a estudiantes indocumentados que hubieran 
cursado un mínimo de tres años en una secundaria de California de 
la que se hubiesen graduado, solicitar becas proporcionadas por los 
mismos sistemas universitarios y colegios comunitarios. Sin embargo, 
la precaria situación económica, así como los recortes presupuestarios 
propuestos por el Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger y la posible 
eliminación de becas estatales, impidieron que la SB 160 avanzara 
este año. 

Se calcula que unos 25,000 estudiantes pudieron haber sido 
beneficiados por la ley, que contaba con el apoyo de ambos sistemas 
universitarios UC (Universidad de California), CSU (Universidad 
Estatal de California). Éste es el tercer año consecutivo en que el Acta 
de los Sueños es rechazada. El año pasado, Schwarzenegger vetó una 
versión similar debido a su costo para el estado. 

En tanto, la iniciativa que otorgaría licencias de conducir a inmi- 
grantes indocumentados en California fue aprobada en el mismo comité. 
Según fuentes del Capitolio, la SB 60 fue autorizada a continuar debido 
a que su fecha de implementación no sería sino hasta el 2011, según los 
reglamentos federales. Esto significa que el costo de implementación 
no impactaría sino hasta ese año. EFE

Nurses sought to fill demand | 


A training program here is seeking to make it possible for nurses 
from Mexico to work in the United States, thus alleviating the scarcity 
of these bilingual professionals in the state and the country, as a whole. 
Dallas’ El Centro College, with the help of Mexico-based NursesNow 
International, will take over the program directed at nursing gradu- 
ates who want to prepare themselves to begin a working career in the 
United States. 

Sondra Flemming, the vice president of El Centro’s department of 
economic development, says that the program is one in which partici- 
pants will get intensive training in U.S. nursing techniques for six to 
eight weeks. “And then upon passing the tough state exam, they will 
be able to begin to work with any medical institution that needs them 
to obtain the license from the nursing board of Texas of another state,” 
Flemming told Efe. Nursing is one of the best-paid careers among 
technical jobs in the United States. Squires said that the starting yearly 
salary varies between $42,000 and $45,000. EFE

Mujer, puertorriqueña, de origen humilde, 
comprometida y muy inteligente son algunas de las 
características y cualidades que describen a Sonia 
Sotomayor, designada por el Presidente de EE.UU., 
Barack Obama, para ocupar uno de los asientos del 
Tribunal Supremo de este país, que conlleva un cargo 
vitalicio. Hija de inmigrantes hispanos instalados en el 
barrio neoyorquino de El Bronx, a base de esfuerzo y 
tesón ha conseguido destacar y hacerse respetar en el 
ámbito de la Justicia, a menudo restringido a las élites 
del país. A sus 54 años, Sonia María Sotomayor, tiene 
una de esas historias que emocionan a los estadouni- 
denses, fervientes creyentes en que en este país es 
posible hacer realidad los sueños. Divorciada, sin hijos, 
esta puertorriqueña luchó por haeerse un lugar en la 
sociedad estadounidense, siempre con su madre Celina 
como fuente de inspiración. 

El Presidente de EE.UU., Barack Obama, se 
refirió a ella, como “una niña de El Bronx”, cuando 
el 26 de mayo anunció que Sotomayor era su primera 
elección para ocupar el asiento que en el Tribunal Su- 
premo dejará libre en octubre próximo el magistrado 
David Souter. “Lo que Sonia aportará al Tribunal no 
será sólo el conocimiento y la experiencia adquiridos 


durante el transcurso de una carrera legal brillante, 
sino la sabiduría acumulada en todo un trayecto de 
vida inspirador”, declaró Obama. 

Si hay una cualidad que se le reconoce a Soto- 
mayor es la de su compromiso y quizás fue ese espíritu 
de compromiso lo que vio Obama para decidir colocar 
a esta hispana en el Supremo, después de entrevistar a 
otros tres candidatos. Con ella, la única a quien conocía 
personalmente y con los otros, el Presidente de EE.UU. 
se entrevistó por espacio de una hora en el despacho 
oval. Sotomayor “impresionó” a Obama, según de- 
clararon sus asesores, a los que señaló que aunque tenía 
casi tomada la decisión, la quería meditar durante este 
último fin de semana. El Presidente de EE.UU. llamó 
por teléfono a la jueza el domingo, 24 de mayo, por la 
noche y le confirmó su decisión. 

El nombramiento de Sotomayor como nueva jueza 
del Supremo estará condicionado a que el Senado de 
EE.UU. de su luz verde. Si es confirmada, la niña de 
El Bronx que se convirtió en una jueza estadounidense 
será la segunda mujer que en la actualidad tenga un 
asiento en el más alto tribunal del país, junto a Ruth 
Baader Ginsburg, y tan sólo la tercera en la historia.

Narcotráfico juvenil en la frontera 


Las organizaciones criminales 
cada vez recurren más a adolescen- 
tes para el cruce de droga a través 
de los puertos de entrada de Arizona 
y durante el presente año fiscal ya 
se han presentado más de 70 casos. 
“Muchos de estos jóvenes se invo- 
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lucran en esta actividad ilícita por 
el dinero, otros porque también son 
consumidores de droga”, dijo Teresa 
G. Small, Vocera de la Oficina de 
Aduanas y Protección Fronteriza 
(CBP) en el puerto de entrada de San 
Luis, en Arizona. Indicó que desde

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el inicio del año fiscal 2009, en oc- 
tubre de 2008, y hasta el pasado 8 
de abril, en Arizona se han reportado 
71 casos de adolescentes arrestados 
en los puertos de entrada cuando 
intentaban cruzar un cargamento de 
droga. Durante el año fiscal 2008 se 
reportaron 80 casos similares. 

Uno de los casos más recientes 
ocurrió el mes pasado cuando agen- 
tes del CBP detuvieron a dos jóvenes 
de 14 años en el puerto de entra de 
San Luis. Un agente se percató que 
debajo de las ropas de los jóvenes 
se notaban bolsas alrededor del es- 
tómago, por lo que fueron llevados 
a una área privada. Al revisarlos los 
oficiales federales descubrieron un 
total de 13 paquetes de marihuana 
pegados con cinta adhesiva a los 
cuerpos de los jóvenes con un peso 
total de siete libras. El valor de 
la droga fue calculado en 11,440 
dólares. El uso de adolescentes para 
el cruce de drogas ha originado que 
el CBP ponga mayor atención al 
cruce de menores, particularmente 
aquello que viajan solos, ya sea a 
pie o en auto. EFE

Ecuadorian President Rafael Correa, flanked by his Venezuelan and 
Bolivian counterparts, Hugo Chavez and Evo Morales, respectively, on 
Sunday commemorated the 187th anniversary of the Battle Pichincha, 
whereby Ecuador assured its independence, and said that he will take even 
more radical measures to implement his “citizen’s revolution.” Correa also 
reiterated his commitment to Latin American integration. 

During the speech he gave at the Templo de la Patria, a huge historical 
museum built on the slopes of the Pichincha volcano, which rises above

Bachelet pide impulsar 
comercio ante la crisis 


La Presidenta de Chile, Michelle Bachelet, 
defendió en Holanda la necesidad de impulsar el 
comercio mundial y de buscar soluciones “globales” 
para responder a la crisis económica. Los asuntos 
empresariales y económicos marcaron la segunda 
jornada del viaje oficial de Bachelet a los Países 
Bajos, que concluyó con una visita a la Universidad 
de Wageningen, en el Este del país, antes de partir 
rumbo a Francia. La presidenta dedicó una parte 
importante de su apretada agenda a analizar con las 
autoridades holandesas la coyuntura económica e 
impulsar los negocios entre las empresas locales y 
las chilenas. Bachelet, que se reunió en La Haya con 
el primer ministro neerlandés, Jan Peter Balkenende, 
subrayó tras ese encuentro el carácter global de la 
crisis e hizo hincapié en la conveniencia de afrontarla 
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La mandataria chilena defendió también los 
planes de estímulo fiscal puestos en marcha tanto por 
su Gobierno como por la mayor parte de los Estados 
europeos para reactivar la actividad y combatir. el 
problema del desempleo. Aún reconociendo las difi- 
cultades de la situación, Bachelet pidió “optimismo” 
y llamó a aprovechar la crisis para forjar economías 
más competitivas e innovadoras. Actualmente, 
Holanda -gracias a sus puertos y su localización- es 
el destino número uno de las exportaciones chilenas 
hacia Europa. La presidenta chilena garantizó ante 
los empresarios holandeses la fiabilidad de su país 
como socio comercial y subrayó que las “políticas 
macroeconómicas responsables” de los últimos tiem- 
pos han permitido a Chile estar en mejor situación 
que otros países para responder al desplome de la 
economía mundial.

The Mayan archaeological area at Uxmal pre- 
miered over the weekend the latest generation of 
sound-and-light shows to highlight the aesthetics of 
the monuments while preserving their structure and 
guaranteeing their conservation. The installation of the 
new equipment was funded by the Tourism Develop- 
ment Bureau of the southeastern state of Yucatan. It 
was supervised by the National Archaeology Council 
of Mexico’s National Anthropology and History 
Institute and cost 25 million pesos (S18 million). In 
presenting the innovative system, Yucatan Tourism 
Secretary Juan Jose Martin said that its installation 
required no excavations but used conduits laid more 
than 30 years ago. 


The U.N. Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization designated Uxmal a World Heritage Site 
in 1996.At that time it recommended modifying the 
previous lighting system, which dated back to 1972, 
in order to preserve the pre-Columbian fortress that 
reached the peak of its splendor in the ninth century. 
The new system’s cold colored light based on light- 
emitting diodes has a more aesthetic effect thanks to 
its design, dimensions and location. It does not mar 
the view of the monuments, is almost imperceptible 
by day and allows the structures to be appreciated in 
greater detail by bringing out the buildings’ sculptural 
reliefs. EFE

Costa Rica — Imagine yourself 
flying through the air head-first like 
a speeding bullet over a 250-foot- 
deep gorge in the jungle. The ride 
lasts about a minute and carries you 
- dangling from straps hooked to a 
metal cable — some two-thirds of a 
mile to the far side of the gorge. 

Usually, the “Superman” ride 
is Sure to get your adrenaline pump- 
ing. If it doesn’t, try the bungee-like 
“Tarzan” swing in which you drift 
from side to side in an aerial harness 
above a crocodile-infested river. Or 
you can rappel up and down cliffs as 
high as a 20-story building. 

For those not into death-defy- 
ing fun, there’s a few miles of stan- 
dard zipline rides above the jungle 
canopy and hops over the gorge in 
six-person gondolas. 

You'll find all this at Turu Ba 
Ri Tropical Park, around an hour’s 
ride west of Costa Rica’s capital city 
of San Jose, located roughly in the 
middle of the country. Spread out 
over nearly 600 acres, the park also 
offers miles of forest trails, exotic 
flower gardens, horseback riding 
and lots of attractions for the kids 
such as an iguana zoo and an insect 
laboratory. 

Most visitors to parks like 
Turu Ba Ri come in tour groups 
put together by operators in San 
Jose. (Few who’ ve experienced the 
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Visitors wander through gardens of Heliconias and other exotic plants.

Among other popular tours 


from San Jose is a trip north to the 
Poas Volcano National Park. A stop 
at the volcano’s rim — said to be the 
world’s second largest in diameter 
(a mile and a quarter) — offers a 
view of the still active crater that's 
nothing short of awesome. Also on 
the Poas agenda is a walk through 
the famous Doka coffee farm. And 
of course ziplining over the jungle. 
A little north and east of Poas is the 
Sarapiqui area, another Costa Rican 
hot spot (literally) where you can 
get immersed in all kinds of things 
preceded by eco and bio. If it walks, 
crawls, hops, swims, paddles or 
flies, chances are you’ lI find it or its 
relatives living here among 2,000 
different kinds of plants. 

Various tours of the area visit 
coffee, sugar cane and macadamia 
nut plantations, Heliconia flower 
gardens and more ziplines. Still 
another popular tour takes you 85 
miles east of the capital to a region 
called Turrialba. Here, rafters and 
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kayakers enjoy a sort of whitewater 
heaven, while hikers and mountain- 
bikers ascend the heights of the 
Turrialba volcano. And of course 
there’s plenty of (you guessed it) 
ziplining. 

Explornatura (www.explor- 
natura.com), a major Turrialba 
tour operator, offers a slate of a 
half-dozen outings ranging from 
“canyoning” (rappelling cliffs and 
waterfalls) to shooting the rapids in 
“duckies” (inflatable kayaks). 

Most adventure-seekers stay in 
hotels in San Jose where day-tours 
can be booked at travel desks in 
their lobbies. Among top hotels is 
the 200-room Aurola Holiday Inn 
(www.aurola-holidayinn.com), the 
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second tallest building in the city. Its 
El Mirador dining room on the 17th 
floor offers a spectacular view of 
San Jose. Some tours offer stayover 
options at the destinations, such as 
at the luxurious Hacienda Tayutic 
(www.haciendatayutic.com) on a 
hilltop overlooking the Turrialba 
Valley. Guests staying in the hotel’s 
half-dozen individually decorated 
rooms can explore on-site sugar, 
coffee and macadamia processing 
mills, an orchid nursery and a 150- 
year-old restored church often used 
for weddings — but no ziplines.
